COPENHAGEN; - Six foreigners, 
reportedly from the Middle East are 
bring held by die police following 
three bomb blasts at the ;dty*s mi^n 
synagogue .and the offices of an 
American airline yesterday, in which 
23 people were mjured. 

Two of the suspects led die police 
to a fourth nndetonated bomb. 

Four of the injured were Jews, 
including a 92-year-old woman . 

The extremist Sbi’ite Islamic Jihad 
organization claimed responsibility 
for the attack. This is the first serious 
terrorist incident in Denmark. 

Six foreigners were arrested in 
connection with the blasts! 

The. wounded include 10 Danes, 
three Americans, two Poles, four 
Algerians, one Englishman, one 
German, one Jordanian and one 
Swede. 

The city’s residents reacted angri- 


ly* saying the attack will rally Danes 
against terrorism. 

Danish Prime Minister Paul 
S ch luete r said Denmark would do 
everything in its power to apprehend 
and punish those responsible. Other 
leading Danish politicians, ranging 
from members of the leftist Socialist 
People’s Party to those of the right- 
wing parties, strongly condemned 
the attack. Six people from 
Mediterranean countries were 
arrested by police in connection with 
the attack, the deputy director of the 
Copenhagen police announced. Two 
of the detained persons were taken 
just before boarding a hydrofoil for 
Sweden, be said. 

According to Danish state radio, 
the extremist Shi’ite Jihad organiza- 
tion in Beirut claimed four hours 
after the blasts that one of its cells in 
Scandinavia had acted in retaliation 
for the Israeli raid on the Shfite

Arab and East Bloc 4

NAIROBI, Kenya. - Arab and East 
Bloc delegates disturbed yesterday’s 
presentation by the Israeli delega- 
tion at the UN conference on die 
Decade of Women, rendering much 
of it inaudible.

The Egyptian delegation and one 
Jordanian representative stayed to 
hear Doron’s speech. 


The Jordanian listened quietly, 
then got up and kissed and hugged 
Doron and other Israeli delegates.

So we have 
something in common.” she told 
Doran. . 

On reaching the adjacent hall, the 
Arab procession, numbering 35 to 40 
delegations, startedshouting, chant- 
ing and singing, “Arabia, Pales- 
tine,'’ with such force that most of 
Doron’s speech was lost to delegates 
remaining inside. 

“We expected the Arabs to walk" 
out - bat we didn't expect them to 
drown out our speech,” one of the 
Israeli delegates said afterwards.

Terrorists suspected in 
disappearance of 2 in North 


AFULA (Itim). - An Afula teacher 
and a woman in National Service 
here disappeared Sunday afternoon, 
and the police suspect that the two 
have fallen victim to terrorists. 

Nineteen-year-old Lea Almakais 
and 35-year-old Yosef Eliahu left the 
school where they worked on Sun- 
day afternoon at 2 pjox. in Eliahu’s 
car but did not reach their homes. 
They were reported missing yester- 
day morning, and at 9 a.m. the car 
was found on the outskirts of the 
West Bank town of Jenin. 

Blood stains were found in the car. 

A police spokesman said yester- 


day that it had not yet been possible 
to determine the type of blood or its 
source. 

The Jezreel Valley police orga- 
nized a large-scale search effort, in- 
cluding many volunteers and Civil 
Guardsmen. The searchers' concen- 
trated on the Afula-Jenin road. Sol- 
diers and Border Policemen sear- 
ched the town of Jenin and its out- 
skirts. 

The search efforts stopped at 
nightfall without results and were to 
begin again at dawn today. 

The police have set up a special 
team to investigate the case. 


Levy fails to change 
Khyat Arba coalition

MA’ALE ADUMIM. - Deputy 
Prime Minister David Levy yester- 
day tried in vain to pereuade the 
head of the Kiryat Arba Local Coun- 
cil to rescind its recent coalition 
agreement with Kach representa- 
tives.

Neither side would say what had 
happened at the meeting but The 
Post learned that Levy tried to per- 
suade Wach and the head of the 
opposition faction to form an 
alternative coalition. Levy, howev- 
er, foiled in this attempt. 

“God willing, this coalition will 
stand,” Wach told The Post last 
night. “At this stage I see no reason 
to cancel the deal with Kach.’’ 

Meanwhile, some Kiryat Arba re-

Arafat and Jordan’s King Hussein 
before Hussein gave it to the U.S. 

Milhem said Arafat was “autho- 
rized to choose anybody 1 ’ from those 
agreed on as qualified, provided that 
the PLO ultimately makes the deci- 
sion upon those attending the meet- 
ing. Among those qualified are 
members of PLO leadership bodies, 
including the Palestinian National 
Council. 

Both Milhem and another senior 
■ PLO official said they had not yet 
received an American response to 
the names. 

Milhem was elected mayor of 
HalhouJ village in Judea when he 
was expelled by Israel in 1980. He 
indicated he was heartened by 
American reaction to Israeli protests 
against the fist.

State prosecutors are to consult 
with Attorney- General Yitzhak 
Zamir on whether to appeal the 
sentences handed down yesterday in 
the Jewish terror trial. 

All sides in the trial have called the 
sentences pronounced in Jerusalem 
District Court “surprisingly le- 
nient.” 

Court President Judge Ya'acov 
Bazak and Judges Shmuel Finkle- 
man and Zvi Cohen read out their 
long reasoned judgment sentencing 
12 of the 15 convicted Jewish terror- 
ists to prison terms ranging from four 
months to seven years in jail. 

One of the convicted men went 
home yesterday, joining two pre- 
viously convicted underground 
members already released from jail. 
Three received the life sentences 
mandatory for all persons convicted 
of murder, and according to law they 
must appeal their convictions. 

The prosecution had asked for 
severe sentences, making the un- 
usual request for consecutive prison 
terms for each conviction. If the 
bench had accepted the prosecu- 
tion’s arguments, men who are likely 
to be out of jail by the end of next 
year would have served up to 85 
years in jail. 

Justice Ministry sources said: “If 
we seek stiffer sentences, it won’t be 
for all the cases.” 

The prosecution had been certain 
that their success in getting convic- 
tions for membership and activity in 
a terrorist organization — the one 
conviction that many of the defen- 
dants had expressed outrage over - 
would lead to the stiff sentences it 
has sought. Disbelief was apparent 
on the faces of the prosecutors when 
they heard the sentences. 

The courtroom was so crowded 
that many had to sit on the floor, and 
sounds of shouting regularly came 
from the corridors outside the room 
from people for whom the police 
could find no room inride. 

Embraces, tears of joy, and ex- 
uberant shouts of “We won, we 
won,” as the judges left the cour- 
troom, were the first signs from the

The relatively mild sentences 
meted out to most of the Jewish 
underground members yesterday 
seemed to weaken - at least tempor- 
arily - the anticipated surge of poli- 
tical pressure in support of an 
amnesty or pardon for the group. 

Vice Premier and Likud leader 
Yitzhak Shamir, who has in the past 
vociferously advocated a pardon, 
made no immediate public com- 
ment, and other leading politicians 
were similarly cautious. 

Justice Minister Mosbe Nissim 
(likud-Liberal), who plays a key 
role in the presidential pardons pro- 
cess,- said last night he had received 
no approach from Shamir or other 
Likud colleagues. Nissim indicated 
that he would be embarrassed were 
such an approach to be made. 

Likud faction chairman Haim 
Kaufman announced yesterday he 
would submit the necessary 30 signa- 
tures for a special Knesset session 
during the coming summer recess to 
pass a private members bill provid- 
ing clemency to all the members of 
the Jewish terror underground. 

Kaufman told journalists that a 
majority of the public and the Knes- 
set alike favours clemency for the 
convicted men. 

Kaufman's proposal provoked an 
angry reaction from the Alignment 


defendants and their families that 
not only in the prosecution's eyes 
were the sentences very lenient. 

Settlement movement leaders dis- 
missed journalists who asked for 
comparisons between the sentences 
handed down to the convicted Jew- 
ish terrorists and those given to Arab 
terrorists. “How dare you make the 
comparison,” one convicted terror- 
ist's parent shouted at a reporter. 

After a while, the police eased the 
convicted men out of the courtroom, 
sending them and their families into 
a separate room for last goodbyes. 

“Such lenient sentences prove 
that our cause for clemency is just,” 
said Knesset member Geula Cohen 
(Tehiya), one of several prominent 
political leaders or supporters of the 
Jewish settlement movement who 
attended the court session. She re- 
jected any comparison with con- 
victed Arab terrorists, who usually 
receive harsher punishments for 
similar crimes. 

All three judges, referring to the 
clemency issue, rejected appeals 
made by one of the defence lawyers 
to grant amnesty to the convicts, or 
to fine them “one shekel apiece.” 
But all three indicated that in their 
sentences they were taking into 
account what Bazak called “huma- 
nitarian and extraordinary personal 
reasons.” 

Fiukleman said "There are those 
among the group who erred as a 
result of the fervour of their beliefs. 
They are not the same as the sins of 
others who have committed crimes, 
others who have sought to destroy, 
to kill, to eradicate.” 

FinkJeman, Bazak and Cohen all 
spoke of the “regret” expressed by 
“several of the defendants.” 

But the two leaders of the group, 
reacting to the sentences, indicated 
they bad no regrets about their ac- 
tions. 

Meuachem livni, sentenced to 
life in jail for murder, and Yehuda 
Etzion, who was behind the plot to 
blow up the Temple Mount, said that 
“the court acted according to the

There was barely a mention of the 
matter at a meeting of the coalition 
executive yesterday afternoon, and 
the feeling among political observers 
was that the court's leniency had 
taken some of the wind out of the 
sails of the "pardon lobby.” 

Plainly the fact that some mem- 
bers of the underground sentenced 
yesterday will begin to be released 
from jail within a relatively short 
time will make it easier for both 
Herzog and Nissim to resist political 
and public pressure for pardons. 

The court, by distinguishing 
sharply in lenns of imprisonment 
between those guilty of murder, 
those guilty of manslaughter, and 
the “smaller fry,” made it much 
harder for the pro-pardon lobby to 
seek a blanket amnesty for all the 
convicted men. 

Observers expect clemency, in the 
form of commutation of sentence, to 
be granted to Gilad Peli, who was 
sentenced in an earlier trial to ten 
years prison and who has reportedly 
submitted an appeal for presidential 
pardon. 


Mild sentences weaken 
pressure for amnesty 


Tighter rules on foreign currency accounts

In an effort to dose several major 
loopholes opened by the govern- 
ment’s new economic plan, the Bank 
of Israel yesterday issued new reg- 
ulations limiting the rights of foreign 
residents and holders of foreign cur- 
rency accounts (patah) to repurchase 
foreign currency. 

From today, foreign residents who 
bought shekel-denominated finan- 
cial assets will be permitted to rede- 
posit in their foreign-currency 


accounts the equivalent of their pro- 
fits and prindpal only if the assets 
they bought were shares issued by 
Israeli companies - excluding banks 
shares in the “arrangement” with 
the Treasury. 

Until now a patah account was 
entitled to repurchase foreign cur- 
rency after having invested in either 
shares or bonds. The central bank 
was concerned that during the freeze 
in the rate of exchange, holders of 
patah accounts would buy bonds and 
sell them after a few weeks for a 


larger sum in shekels. Given the 
almost constant exchange rate, this 
sum would have brought a high pro- 
fit in foreign currency when the 
holder of the account reconverted 
his money. 

In addition, new oiim, temporary 
residents and returning Israelis will 
be able to buy back foreign currency 
only if six mouths have passed since 
they exchanged it for shekels. 

The Bank of Israel also 
announced that olim, temporary re-

Moscow: ‘We’re 
not Israel’s enemy’

The Soviet Union is “not Israel’s 
enemy," according to a Radio Mos- 
cow statement that could be re- 
garded as an encouragement of 
further contacts between the two 
countries. 

The statement, made by Radio 
Moscow's political analyst in a Heb- 
rew broadcast, was monitored by the 
Broadcasting Authority's Michael 
Gurdus. The statement said that the 
Soviet Union is not Israel's enemy 
and recognizes Israel’s right to exist 
in security and peace, and is opposed 
to “extremist elements” in the Arab 
world that seek to destroy Israel. 

Observers noted that the wording 
“is not an enemy” was a near repeti- 
tion of statements made recently by 
both Prime Minister Peres and Vice- 
Premier and Foreign Minister Sha- 
mir. This could be an indication, the 
observers said, that the Soviets have 
decided not to take offence over the 
leak in Israel about the meeting 
between the Israeli and Soviet 
ambassadors in Paris last week. 

Sources in Jerusalem said last 
night that the Radio Moscow state- 
ment could be seen as encourage- 
ment for further contacts between 
the two countries. The statement, 
the sources said, would have been 
remarkable a year ago, but notin the 
' past year. 

Radio Moscow also repeated 
long-standing Soviet objections to 
Israeli policy. Observers noted that 
without the inclusion of these objec- 
tions the announcement from Mos- 
cow would have been tantamount to 
a major change in policy. 


3 die in Beirut fights 

BEIRUT (AP). - G unbattles jolted 
central Beirut yesterday and a fire- 
fight broke out between Palestinians 
and Shi'ite Moslem militiamen at the 
Shatilla refugee camp overnight. 
The police said three persons were^ 
killed and 16 wounded on both war 
fronts. 

Christian and Moslem civil war 
antagonists traded night-long gre- 
nade attacks across Beirut’s dividing 
green line behind sporadic mortar 
barrages and then clashed in 
machine gun battles at midday. 

Gunmen earlier rocketed the 
transmitter of Lebanon's state radio 
in West Beirut, causing a rwo-bour 
interruption of broadcasts. 

Shi’ite Moslem leader Nabih Ber- 
ri, meanwhile, condemned Israel’s 
latest military operation against two 
Shi'ite villages in South Lebanon, 
vowing to escalate guerrilla warfare 
against Israel. 

“Israel hasn't learned yet that 
such operations only increase our 
determination to continue the strug- 
gle until total liberation of our land," 
said Bern, who serves as justice 
minister and state minister for South 
Lebanon in the Lebanese govern- 
ment.

Ethjopian n lrm agreed earlier this * 
week to a moratorium on demon- 
strations while the government seeks 
a compromise from the Chief Rab- 
binate, whose demand for a token 
conversion ceremony of ritual im- 
mersion to Judaism has so vexed the 
newscomers. But moratorium or no, 
the sentiment quoted above was en- 
dorsed by many of the Ethiopians at 
the Carmiel absorption centre 
yesterday. 

The residents there are continuing 
the strike begun on July 14 and are 
refusing to allow any staff from the 
Jewish Agency to enter the building. 

In response, the entire Jewish Agen- 
cy team has walked out, leaving the 
Ethiopians to fend for themselves. 

The situation at Carmiel is compli- 
cated by strife between the Ethio- 
pians and certain members of the 
staff, whom the residents have ac- 
cused of collaborating with the rab- 
binate and pressing them to undergo 
the immersion. 

The residents made it clear, . 
however, that their strike is to de- 
monstrate their total opposition to 
any form of conversion - token or 
otherwise. 


Shmuel, who came to Israel IS 
months ago, said the issue is an 
insurmountable barrier in the way of 
their absorption into Isreali society. 

How did he explain the fact that 
earlier groups of Ethiopian olim did 
not cause such a furore over the 
matter? 

“When the first Ethiopians came 
five years ago, there was only a 
handful of them,’* he said. “They 
were put under pressure by the rab- 
binate and were told they would not 
receive any financial help, in finding 
a home or getting a job unless they 
did as they were told. 

“They were confused and cut off 
from members of their own family, 
and as a result many of them com- 
plied. Now we number several 
thousands and we have the strength 
to stand up and demand that we be 
accorded the same status as any 
other Jews who come to Israel." 

Shmuel, 30, was asked about 
allegations that only a handful of 
young Ethiopians were against the 
conversions and had incited die rest 
of the community to protest. His 
response was to point to Ethiopian 
elders who were among those on 
picket duty at the entrance to the 
absorption hostel that morning, 
saying: “ask them yourself.” 


Judging by the expressions on- the 
faces of the audience who had by 
then gathered, the old men 
wholeheartedly support the strug- 
gle. 

Avraham Desac, 75, said through 
an interpreter that be was circum- 
cised when he was eight days old, 
and throughout his life he kept the 
laws of the Tora despite persecution 
by Moslems and Christians in 
Ethiopia. 

“I don’t want to be converted”, he 
said. “I don’t need to be converted. 
If necessary I will die and be buried 
under our laws if the rabbinate won't 
accept me as a Jew." 

Several Ethiopians maintained 
■that other Israeli Jews were less 
observant than those from Ethiopia. 

Mulalem Tarakeh, 38, said that in 
their communities observance of 
Shabbat was strict and anyone who 
broke the rules was ostracized. 

“Many of our families paid with 
their lives to keep our-Jewish faith. If 
necessary we wiU do the same here," 
he said. 

A resident of an absorption centre 
in Beersheba who was visiting mem- 
bers of his family in Carmiel, empha- 
sized that opposition to token con- 


version is not confined to radical 
elements. 

The rabbinate’s order undermines 
everything the Ethiopian Jews be- 
lieved and fought for during the 
centuries they were separated from 
die mainstream of Judaism, he.said. 

Another man charged that Ethio- 
pians were being offered money to 
undergo the ritual imme rsion. “I 
know people who have been offered 
IS30,000 to go in the mikve (ritual 
bath). I would rather die than take 
the money,” he declared. 

It is difficult to ascertain the truth 
of such rumours, but many Ethio- 
pians believethem. 

The olim give the impression of a 
proud, if unsophisticated people 
with an acute sense of right and 
wrong and a' willingness to take 
whatever action is necessary to. sup- 
port theirdemands. 

This impression was strengthened 
by educators wbo believe not 
enough heed is being piad to the 
grievances of the Ethiopian Jews. 

One teacher said she feared the 
Ethiopians would carry out their 
suicide threats if those ip power 
refuse to open their eyes to the size 
, of the problem.

Cries of victory, disbelief, after underground sentencing 7

CooviOed murderer Shan] Nir grab- 
bed the judge's seat in the Jerusalem 
District Court yesterday after being 
sentenced to life in prison, and, 
playing with his baby on his lap, gave 
a press conference in broken En- 
glish, saying that he had “no re- 
grets.” 

His mother, Aviva, who also- saw 
her younger son, Barak, sent to jail 
for sixyears for his role in the Islamic 
University terror attack, climbed 
onto a table in the courtroom after 
the sentences were handed down, 
and, when asked why she was so 
happy, shouted: “My two sons are 
heroes of the Jewish people.'* 
Former Knesset member Hanan 
Porat, unshaven because of the pre- 
Tisha B'av semi-mourning period 
and in short pants and sandals, car- 
ried a crate erf large peaches around 
the packed courtroom, banding out 
the fruit to the convicted men. 


MK Geula Cohen talked to jour- 
nalist after journalist in the cour- 
troom and its corridors, expl ainin g 
why the sentences will help the 
clemency movement continue its 
work. 

“This is a victory, a victory,’’ a 
defence lawyer shouted to one of the 
convicted men's worried, uncompre- 
hending, and elderly parents, who 
had difficulty hearing over the cries 
of jubiliation, the shoving and shout- 
ing, and the wail of babies brought to 
the courtroom by families of the 
accused men. 

Zippora Livni, whose husband, 
Menahem, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for murder and for his 
leading role in the underground, had 
tears in her eyes, even as she said 
that “the victims of Arab terror will 
be the character witnesses for our 
efforts to get clemency for these 
boys.” 

It was the most emotional of all 
the court sessions held since the 


underground was arrested at the end 
of April 1984. 

The day began with tension, with 
lawyers joking nervously that their 
clients would go free. For the first 
time since the trial began more than 
a year ago, the acccused could be 
seen quieting their supporters as 
they strained to hear Judge Shmuel 
Finkleman, who read out most of the 
reasoned judgment. 

The prosecution bad been certain 
that their success in getting convic- 
tions for membership and activity in 
a terrorist organization - the one 
conviction that many of the defen- 
dants had expressed outrage over - 
would lead to the stiff sentences it 
has sought. Disbelief was apparent 
on the faces of the prosecutors when 
they heard the sentences. 

The courtroom was so crowded 
that many had to sit on the floor, and 
sounds of shouting regularly came 
from the corridors outside the room 


from people*fbr whom the police 
could find no room inside. 

Embraces, tears of joy, and ex- 
uberant shouts of “We won, we 
won, 1 ' as the judges left the cour- 
troom, were the first signs from the 
defendants and their families that 
not only in the prosecution’s eyes 
were the sentences very lenient. 

Settlement movement leaders dis- 
missed journalists who asked for 
comparisons between the sentences 
handed down to the convicted Jew- 
ish terrorists and those given to Arab 
terrorists.. “How dare you make the 
comparison,” one convicted terror- 
ist's parent shonted at a reporter. 

'After a while, the police eased the 
convicted men out of the courtroom, 
sending them and their families into 
a separate room for last goodbyes. 

“You’ll be out soon, be sure of 
that," shouted Aviva Nir to her son 
Shaol, as she took her grandson from 
his father. “Well get you out, for 
you axe a hero!”

Kibbutzim, financier hope to settle debts

TEL AVIV. — Negotiations betwea 
the United Kibbutz Movement 
(UKM) -and financier David Blass 
lover the settling of debts between 
them are expected to be concluded 
within the next few days, UKM 
sources said yesterday. 

The UKM lost tens of millions of 
dollars when Blass's financial deal- 
ings ran into problems earlier this 
year. The money had been loaned to 
the financier by the UKM for invest- 
ment, which consisted primarily of 
grey-market" financial dealings. 

The sources said that the UKM 
had received appropriate collateral 
from Blass and expeaed most of the 
loss to be recouped. However, inves- 
tigations of the dealings have re- 


portedly uncovered evidence ot 
large loans made without any col- 
letoral whatsoever. 

Knesset Member David Liba’i 
(Alignment), who at the UKM’s 
request investigated allegations that 
certain UKM members had received 
financial favours from Blass, is due 
to hand his findings to the police 
today. The UKM secretariat 
approved the transfer of the material 
to the police on Sunday night. 

In a verbal report to the secretar- 
iat, Eiba'i said that he had been 
unable to ascertain the truth due to 
“polar contradictions” in the testi- 
monies of three central witnesses 
and contradictions in documents 
supplied him. Only the.police have 
the necessary resources to conduct 
the investigation, he said.

sidents and returning Israelis will no 
longer be permitted to buy back 
foreign currency they deposited in a 
patam account (a shekel account 
linked to foreign currency). This 
applies whether the patam account is 
in their own name or in someone 
else's name. 

The new regulations apply only to 
foreign currency converted into 
shekels or put in patam accounts 
from today on. The restrictions will 
not apply to foreign currency con- 
verted to shekels earlier. 

The central bank also announced 
that from today, tourists who sold 
foreign currency to an authorized 
dealer may buy back no more than 
$5,000 for persons older than 18 
years, and $2,000 for tourists youn- 
ger than that age. Until now there 
was no limit on the repurchase of 
foreign currency by tourists with the^ 
pr oper receipts. ^

Buildings along the street where 
the first bomb. exploded at 10:30 
a.m. in the offices of Northwest 
Orient Airlines shook with the blast. 
Smoke rose from the entrance of the 
airline office near the Tivoli amuse- 
ment park. 

Within minutes, dozens of ambu- 
lances, police cars, fire trucks and 
bomb squads with specially trained 
dogs were on the scene, bringing oat 
the wounded and evacuating the 
area. The bomb is thought to have 
been thrown down from the roof of 
the building or placed by a passerby. 

Four minutes later the second 
bomb went off in the courtyard be- 
tween the 152-year-old synagogue 
and the Jewish home for the aged in 
downtown Copenhagen. The mas- 
sive wooden doors of the synagogue 
were blown out. Five persons, in- 
cluding a 92-year-old Jewish woman 
and three other Jews, were. brought 
by ambulances to a nearby hospital 
after the blast. 

Chief Rabbi Bent Melchior told 
The Jerusalem Post the act had been 
committed by “a madman.” 

“During the five wretched years of 
the German occupation, there was 
only one slight attack on one of the 
synagogues, in 1941,” he said. “We 
have never experienced anything 
like this.” 

The rabbi said, he did not see a 
connection between his recent deci- 
sion to meet with the local PLO 
representative, Omar Sabri Kitmit- 
to, and the bomb attack. He added, 
however, that terror attacks could 
lead to giving reconsideration to the 
holding of such meetings. 

Kitmitto later told Danish TV that 
he is against attacks on Jewish reli- 
gious institutions and that the PLO 
opposes only Zionism.

Roman plaque found during pipe repair

The bursting of a water pipe near 
Kibbutz Yotvata in the Arava re- 
cently resulted in the discovery of a 
Roman inscription from the fourth 
century. 

The inscription, near the re mains 
of a Roman fortress at rite rite north 
of Rht i$ a salutation to the emper- 
ors Diocletian and Maximilian. 
According to the archeologist Ze’ev 
Meshel, who studied the region, 
Diocletian brought the Roman 
Tenth Legion southward from Petra 
and Jerusalem and stationed it along 
the Arava. 

The inscription was discovered by 
Yossi Gross, an employee of Mekor- 
ot, the national water company. He, 
in turn, alerted Noah and Reuven 
"Hepner, two of the Nature Reserves 
Authority insqpctors, who unco- 


vered it. 

It has now been moved to the 
Visitors' Centre at the entrance to 
Kibbutz Yotvata, where, it is on 
display. 


Maccabi members must payin full

TEL AVIV. - Members of the Mac- 
cabi Health Fund, who usually buy 
their medications in private pharma- 
cies at a small fraction of the price, 
with the rest paid by the fund, will 
have to pay full price for medicines 
starting today. The pharmacists' re- 
fusal to accept partial payment from 
Maccabi members results from a 
dispute between the Pharmacists 
Association and the health fond over 
terms of a new contract between the 
two. 

At a news conference here yester- 
day, oficers of the Pharmacists Asso- 
ciation said the old contract with 
Maccabi has expired, and the drug- 
gists cannot afford to provide 
medication without full payment for 
fear they will not be paid by ibe fond. 

The agreement between the two 
organizations has existed since Mac- 
eabi’s founding about 40 years ago, 
with a new contract negotiated 
periodically. According to pharma- 
cist Yosef Shor, Maccabi has been 
dragging its feet in negotiating a new 
contract (the previous one expired 


July 10). and the fond now admits it 
wants to establish pharmacies of its 
own. 

“We cannot agree to that,” Shor 
said, “because they will require their 
members to buy' expensive medi- 
cines at their pharmacy and to come 
to us only for aspirin. The agreement 
with them is not a good deal econo- 
mically. though we are interested in 
maintaining it anyway. There’s a 
limit, though, to whai we can ask our 
members to endure.” 

Asked why the pharmacists want 
an agreement with Maccabi if they 
lose on the deal, he said health-fund 
members who come ro fill prescrip- 
tions also buy other things. 

In response, a Maocabi spokes- 
woman told The Jerusalem Post that 
the pharmacists' action will hurt 
Maccabi members but that Maccabi 
will refund to its members all money 
paid for prescriptions. 

She said Maccabi wants to change 
its agreement wirh the pharmacists 
so their profits will come down to the 
level they make on dealings with the 
Defence Ministry, and so that Mac- 
cabi - like the other health funds - 


can have both its own pharmacies 
and a relationship with the private 
pharmacies. 

At a meeting yesterday between 
Health Minister' Mordechai Gur. 
Ministry Director-General Dan 
Michael!, Pharmacists Association 
head Armand Berko and Maccabi 
representatives, Gur suggested that 
the parties renew their previous con- 
tract for 18 months while considering 
changes, according to Berko. 

Berko agreed to Gurs proposal 
immediately. Maccabi later 
announced that it was willing to sign 
a new agreement for a year and a half 
on condition that the pharmacists 
reduce their profit margin by Id per 
cent. Maccabi would also refrain 
from opening its own pharmacies 
during the interim contract, but 
would not close those it had already 
opened. 

TKe pharmacists said yesterday 
that Maccabi patients without 
enough cash ro pay for medicine in 
full will be allowed to give the 
pharmacist a postdated cheque for 
the date when they expea payment 
from the fund. 


Ministry eases mortagage repayments

Repayment terms for recipients of 
state-guaranteed mortgages have 
been eased - for the Sepiember- 
November period at least, the Minis- 
try of Housing has announced. 

Faced with a mounting wave of 
complaints about the inability of 
mortgage holders to meet their pay- 
ments while wages are frozen, the 
minis try is making the following 
arrangements: for every percentage 
point of erosion in retd wages, the 
mortgage holders may dedua a simi- 
lar percentage point from their re- 


payments due for those three 
months and defer repayment until 
the end of the mortgage’s term. At 
that time, the amount withheld dur- 
ing those three months will be repay- 
able without interest, but linked to 
the Consumer Price Index. 

A ministry spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that wage 
erosion in September “is expected to 
be around 20 per cent.” Ibe exact 
■figure for calculating foe deferable 
payment will be announced in a few 
weeks. For the time being, the minis- 
try’s offer is limited to a maximum of. 
a 30 per cent erosion in wages. /

“When I say this I'm not being a 
racist, we don't care if the worker is 
an Arab, Druse, or Christian, only 
that he be a resident of this town." 
he said. 

Nitzan pointed out that the over- 
whelming majority of Rishon's 
breadwinners have to go to other 
towns to find their livelihood. Be-, 


cause of this, he said, be is making 
special efforts to create jobs for local 
residents. Nitzan said that the firing 
of the Arabs has made Rishon one of 
the few towns in Israel where the 
garbage is collected only by Jews. 

Nitzan also said that the munici- 
pality had not only been firing Arab 
workers, but tenured and non- 
tenured workers as well. Since Janu- 
ary about 80 such workers had been 
laid off. and there are plans to fire 
140 more workers.

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More killed as riots continue 

South Africa rounds up 
black leaders, clerics 


JOHANNESBURG. - The police 
detained four prominent black cler- 
ics arid at least 11 other activists in 
the Eastern Cape Province early 
yesterday on the second day of South 
Africa's first state of emergency 
since I960, reporters and monitoring 
'groups said. 

Two more persons were killed 
overnight as rioting continued un- 
abated despite the state of emergen- 
cy, the police and eyewitnesses 
added. 

A statement from police head- 
quarters in Pretoria on incidents in 
townships east of Johannesburg said 
a black man was shot dead when he 
hurled a petrol-bomb at a police- 
man. 

Another man died in a township 
near Durban in clashes between the 
multiracial United Democratic 
Front and its political rival, the 
Black Zulu Inkatha group, residents 
said. 

They brought to' six the number 
killed since the white minority gov- 


ernment clamped the state of 
emergency on riot-tom parts of the 
country at midnight on Saturday. 

Bishop Desmond Tutu, the 1984 
Nobel Peace laureate, joined other 
anti-apartheid leaders in criticizing 
the emergency, and offered himself 
as a broker in negotiations between 
blacks and the white government. 

“In peacetime, only repressive 
governments... impose martial law 
and states of emergency," Tutu said. 
“Despite the deep hurts and frustra- 
tions and grievances in the black 
community, there is a vast store of 
goodwill still available. We urge the 
government even at this late hour to 
talk and negotiate." 

In Washington, the White House 
said that apartheid was largely re- 
sponsible for the current violence in 
South Africa and it called on Pre- 
toria to move towards meaningful 
reform in its policy. 

The statement was issued by 
spokesman Larry Speakes when 
asked about the state of emergency. 


World War II shells halt 
search for dam-burst victims 


TESERO, Italy (Reuter). - The dis- 
covery of five unexploded artillery 
shells from World War II yesterday 
halted the search for victims of the 
dam burst that swept about 200 per- 
sons to their deaths in this Dolomite 
mountain valley. 

Italian Army officers said a bomb- 
disposal expert had been summoned 
to examine the shells, found at two 
separate locations near the dam, but 
they discounted any possibility that a 
bomb explosion caused the disaster 
last Friday. 

While rescue teams further down 
the valley searched for 23 persons 
still listed as missing, workmen exca- 
vated a trench behind the hillside 
chapel of San Leonardo for a mass 


burial of village victims yesterday. 

'In Trento, the regional capital, 
sources dose to public prosecutor 
Francesco Simeoni's office said be- 
tween 20 and 30 legal warnings of 
possible prosecution had- been sent 
out. 

Luca Turco, a magistrate in 
Cavalese near Tesero , told reporters 
initial inquiries showed that the dam 
had been used to wash minerals from 
several mines belonging .to the Preal- 
pi Mineraria Spa. 

Giulio and Aldo Rota, Bergamo 
businessmen who owned Prealpi in- 
cluding the Stava Fluorite Workings 
and Dam, are among those who have 
been served legal warnings, judicial 
sources said.

President Todor Zhivkov arrived in 
Greece yesterday for a three-day 
offidal visit. 

Greek officials said Zhivkov 
would discuss bilateral issues and 
prospects for a non-nuclear zone in 
the Balkans - favoured by both 
Athens and Sofia - in talks with 
Prime Minister Andreas Papan- 
dreou today. 

Diplomats expect Zhivkov and 
Papandreou to compare notes on the 


problems their countries have with 
Turkey. 

Greece views Turkey as a military 
threat, while Sofia's ties with Ank- 
ara have been cool since Turkey 
charged that Bulgarian Moslems 
were being forced to change their 
Turkish names. 

But diplomats said Bulgaria was 
hoping for better relations with Ank- 
ara and would react coolly to any 
Greek suggestions for an anti- 
Turkish diplomatic front. 


GENEVA (AP). - Opec oil minis- 
ters meeting yesterday to consider 
cutting prices avoided a fight over 
production shares by putting off that 
debate to a later meeting, tbe 
group's president said. 

Less than two hours after the 
meeting began here, Opec President 
and Indonesian Oil Minister Subroto 
told reporters the 13 Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
ministers would convene a special 
meeting later in the year to discuss 
production levels. 

Sources said the decision was 
prompted by requests from 
Ecuador, Iraq, Qatar and Gabon 
that they be given a bigger share of 
Opec sales, while others urged a cut 
in production. 

In a opening address to the 
group's regnal ar summer confer- 
ence, Subroto said the group was 
facing perhaps the severest test in its 
23 years of existence. 

“We are all facing a dilemma" 
Subroto said. “On the one hand, we 
all appreciate the importance of 
maintaining solidarity in the face of 
the current threat to our source of 
livelihood and even survival. On the 
other, we cannot view our steeply 
plunging oil revenues with equanim- 
ity." 


Spanish envoy 
found murdered 
in Zimbabwe 

HARARE (Reuter). - Spanish 
Ambassador to Zimbabwe Jose Luis 
Blanco Briones was found yesterday 
apparently beaten to death on a 
small farm just outside Harare. 

Informed sources said it was not 
known what he was doing at the 
form. He appeared to be alone and 
his car was found dose to the body 
on a dirt road, they added. 

The police were investigating and 
a government statement would be 
issued shortly, the sources said. 

Briones, who was in his early 40s, 
was accredited as ambassador here 
m December 1981. He was married 
about 18 months ago but had no 
children. 

The Spanish Embassy had no im- 
mediate comment. 

In Madrid, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said there seem to be no 
political motivations in the killing, 
adding, “We do not yet know what 
he was doing before the inddent.” 


EC ministers 
may radically 
alter treaties 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - European 
Community foreign ministers yester- 
day called a conference for Septem- 
ber 9 to discuss proposed controver- 
sial treaty changes that could water 
down the authority of national gov- 
ernments, officials said. 

Ministers, who opened a two-day 
meeting, were still trying to work out 
details of the mandate for their con- 
ference, to be held in Luxembourg, 
they said. 

Two groups of senior officials 
have been set up to prepare for it. 
One will handle a proposed new 
treaty for wider foreign-policy coor- 
dination. 

The other will discuss changes in 
present treaties to expand the com- 
munity's competence to non- 
economic matters, streamline 
cumbersome decision-making proc- 
edures and give wider powers to the 
European Commission and the 
European Parliament. 


Sudan admits rebels refuse 
offer to open peace talks 


KHARTOUM. - Sudanese Prime 
Minister al Gazouli Dafaa-Allah 
said his government had failed to 
start peace talks with southern rebel 
'leader John Garang, but that the 
door remained open. 

Dafaa-Allab also told a meeting of 
expatriate Sudanese Sunday that 
preparations were under way for a 
national conference to seek a lasting 
solution for the south'. 

He gave no details of the confer- 
ence, but said: “The fete of Sudan 
should not be attached to a single 
person or to a group of individuals." 

In another test of the new govern- 
ment, Sudan's finance minister and 
the acting central bank governor 
have resigned , local newspapers said 
yesterday. 


Last week, bank employees went 
on strike for three days and handed 
the government a two-week ultima- 
tum to respond to' their demands, 
which included a request for the 
resignation of the central bank’s gov- 
ernor. 

Finance Minister Awad Abdul- 
Majeid quit Sunday during a cabinet 
. meeting attended by Awadal Karim 
.Mohamed. Afrmed, secretary- 
general of the Sudan Trade Unions 
Alliance, and representatives of the 
Bank Employees Union, the dailies 
as-Sahafa and al-Ayam reported. 

Al-Ayam said Mahdi Alfaki, 
acting governor of the Bank of 
Sudan, also resigned “in solidarity 
with the finance and economic plan- 
ning minister." (Reuter, AP) 


West Coast rains help extinguish fires 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - A three- 
week siege of fire in northern Cali- 
fornia was ended Sunday because of 
rain, and federal officials set up a 
toll-free hotline to help victims of the 
blazes that burned 200 homes and 
more than 375,000 acres (1.5 million 
dunams) of brush and timber.

Afghanistan’s offidal Bakhtar 
news agency said commandos des- 
troyed die rebel base in fi ghting from 
July 14 to 16 in the Makni Valley, 
where guemllas have inflicted heavy 
losses on' government and Soviet 
troops since June. 

There was no independent con- 
firmation of the report. If true, it 
could signal a counter-offensive 
against mounting rebel- attacks on

Bakhtar also accused rebels of 
torturing and . killing captured sol- 
diers. saying they even skinned some 
alive.

Portugal’s biggest terrorist trial opens 


LISBON. (AP). - A herb of the 
revolution that freed Portugal from 
half a century of dictatorship went 
on trial yesterday, accused of leading 
a left-wing group that plotted a vio- 
lent overthrow of the state. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Oteio Saraiva 
de Carvalho, military mastermind of 
the 1974 armed forces coup, 
appeared relaxed and smiling in a 
specially built, fortified courthouse 
with more than 50 other defendants 
charged with belonging to.a terrorist 
organization. 

The 48-year-old army officer, 
once a member of a r uling triumvi- 
rate, held a hand-written note 
against the bullet-proof glass screen- 
ing in front of him describing the trial 
as “a farce." 

Fellow defendants raised their 
fists in a revolutionary-style salute 
and demonstrators in the public gal- 


lery were expelled after shouting 
“Otelo, Oteio.” 

Saraiva de Carvalho is accused of 
leading the April 25 Popular Forces, 
which is also known as the FP-25, 
that is held responsible for at least six 
murders of industrialists and police- 
men in a wave of bombings, shoot- 
ings and bank hold-ups over the past 
five years. 

Actions claimed by the group in- 
clude mortar shellings of tbe U.S. 
embassy, and Nato warships 
anchored in Lisbon harbour, along 
with a 5650,000 security-car heist, 
the biggest robbery in Portuguese 
history. 

In a recent action, the group 
claimed responsibility for gunning 
down Friday night one of the defen- 
dants in the trial who had agreed to 
testify for the prosecution. He was 
hospitalized in critical condition . 

The trial, the biggest in PortugaTs 


history, involves more than 500 wit- 
nesses, 45* defence lawyers and 100 
volumes of trial documents. It is 
expected to last six months to a year. 

Presiding Judge Adelino Salvador 
threatened to expel Saraiva de Car- 
valho from the courtroom as he 
stood embracing and greeting the 
other accused at the beginning of the 
trial. The defendants had been de- 
tained separately since their arrest 
13 months ago. He was sped to the 
courthouse at Lisbon’s Monsanto 
prison in a convoy of Military Police 
vehicles with motorcycle outriders £ 
from the National Republican “ 
guard. 

The three defendants testifying 
for die prosecution did not appear 
for the hearing. Their lawyer also 
was absent, but the judge appointed 
another lawyer to represent them 
before the hearing was adjourned 
for lunch. 


Nixon weighed using A-bomb four times 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - Former 
president Richard Nixon said in a 
newly published interview he consi- 
dered using nuclear weapons four 
times while in office, once during the 
1973 Yom Kip pur War. 

Nixon, who served in tbe White 
House from 1969 till his resignation 
in 1974, discussed the matter in an 
interview with Time magazine re- 
leased Sunday. 

He said he first considered using 
nudear force to end the war in 
Vietnam shortly after taking office. 

“But I didn't see any targets in 
North Vietnam that could not have 
been as well handled by convention- 


al weapons,"' he told the magazine. 

He also said he dismissed the idea 
because he was trying to improve 
relations with both China and the 
Soviet Union, and the bomb would 
have ruined any chance of that. 

Nixon said that during the Middle 
East war of 1973 be put the U.S. 
nuclear force on alert when the 
Soviet Union threatened to inter- 
vene unilaterally. 

“We could not allow Israel to go 
down the tube," Nixon was quoted 
as saying. “We could not allow the 
Soviets to have a predominant posi- 
tion in the region. That was the 
bottom line." 


Another occasion came during 
border dashes between the Soviet 
Union and China when it was felt 
Russia might use its bomb on China. 

He said he also considered using 
tbe bomb in 1971 during the Indo- 
Pakistani war when it was feared 
China might intervene and the 
Soviet Union would use it as an 
excuse for war with its Chinese ene- 
mies. 


“There is no question what we 
would have done," Nixon told the 
magazine, indicating the bomb 
would have been dropped on the 
Soviet Union. 


UK ship rescues 
Soviet pilot 


LONDON (AP). - A British des- 
troyer tracking a huge Soviet naval 
exercise Sunday plucked a Soviet 
pilot from the Norwegian sea after 
his Forger vertical takeoff fighter 
aircraft crashed, the Defence Minis- 
try announced. 

A ministry statement said crew- 
men from the Royal Navy destroyer 
HMS Newcastle unharnessed tbe 
pilot from the canopy of the Forger 
which ditched on a sortie from the 
Soviet aircraft carrier Kiev. 

A Soviet Helix helicopter arrived 
from the 43,000-ton Kiev minutes 
later, lowered a strap and winched 
the pilot aboard, the statement said.- 
He suffered minor injuries. * 

Sailors from the 4,000-ton New- 
castle sped in a small boat to the 
crash site inside the Arctic Circle and 
130 kilometres southwest of the 
Lofotens Islands on the Norwegian 
coast. 

The Newcastle is one of 17 British 
ships and submarines among west- 
ern vessels . monitoring the exercise. 


Nilw^aland’s PM claims 
he knows who bombed ship 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(AP). - New Zealand Prime Minis- 
ter David Lange said yesterday he 
knew who was behind the bombing 
of the Greenpeace ship Rainbow 
Warrior, which killed one crew 
member. 

“From the best information, I 
have a knowledge of who did it, ” 
Lange told reporters, “And I know, 
from tbe best information I have, 
why it was done." 

Lange said investigations into the 
July 10 bombing in Auckland har- 
bour established that it was well 
funded. He also said there were dear 
political overtones but that there was 
no evidence to suggest any govern- 
ment or government intelligence 
agency was involved. - 

Lange emphasized, however, that 
knowing who committed the crime 
did not necessarily amount to having 
the evidence needed for a court case. 

Tbe police official heading the 
inquiry, declined comment on 


Lange’s statement but confirmed 
that the police were “very dose" to 
having sufficient evidence to press 
charges.

16 Kenyan footballers 
drown in Lake Victoria 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP). - Sixteen 
soccer players and offidals on their 
way to a match over the weekend 
drowned when their boat capsized in 
rough waters on Lake Victoria, the 
police reported yesterday. 

Six other players from the club 
were rescued off Homa Bay in west- 
ern Kenya during the Saturday after- 
noon accident, police said.

ZETEV J ABOTINSKY's name is 
not usually associated with the Heb- 
rew University, but he played an 
important role in its creation.

dents, etc. Jabotinsky established 
working contact with Jewish student 
organizations, including Kadima, an 
organization of 1 students at the 
American College in Beirut. In the 
spring of 1914 he undertook another 
extensive study tour of central, west- 
ern and southern Europe, visiting 
private universities. 

During this tour Jabotinsky be- 
came convinced that the type of 
institution envisaged by Dr. Weiz- 
manjQ was not suitable for the urgent 
needs of Jewish youth at the time, 
and it was also not practical, based on 
the experience of universities else- 
where. Weizmann’s goal was a re- 
search institute in which scientists 
would work and perhaps strive to 
win the Nobel Prize, while Jabotins- 
ky believed in the need for a school 
in winch students would study. He 
wanted a “genuine” institution of 
higher learning, where professors 
would teach and students would 
learn; at which students would 
graduate and be equipped for life in 


Palestine or in the Diaspora. The 
npmerus clausus barred or restricted 
Jewish students in many countries in 
Europe, and he saw the Hebrew 
University as an answer to the 
Studentennot, just as the Jewish 
State was to be an answer to the 
Judennot . Jewish youth needed an 
alma mater, he said. 

He was convinced that a real uni- 
versity in Jerusalem would appeal to 
the “least well off and most bumble” 
and even assimilated Jews from 
Dvinsk to Odessa, who would make 
“unheard of sacrifices" for such a 
university. 

JABOTINSKY continued to believe 
that what was needed was a “real" 
university, and be got down to prac- 
ticalities.

Tami did not offer a positive 
alternative, said Halper, and Shas- 
does not present an alternative to 
Ashkenazi extremism. Shas. he 
emphasized, is imitative rather than 
alternative. 

Underscoring the importance of 
remembering that Judaism is an 
Eastern religion, Halper saw as the 
immediate challenge the synthesiz- 
ing of Western technology with ele- 
ments of Easte m culture. 

That synthesis cannot be achieved 
if Israelis are not sufficiently well 
, educated to be able to understand it. 
Education Ministry Director- 
; General Eliezer Shmueli painted a 
! perhaps too rosy picture of 37 years 
of progress. Whereas in the past, 
teachers in this country had been 
'Ashkenazi, he said, today, the 
majority of students in teachers col- 
leges are Orientals, who are the 
offspring of illiterate parents. To 
Shmueli this breakthrough is little 
short of miraculous. 

Literacy, while it opens many 
doors, does not guarantee access. 
“In Israeli society you have to know 
someone to get somewhere,” proc- 
laimed Nitza Druyan, lecturer in 
Jewish History at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity's Centre for Pre-Academic 
Studies. Silencing the ripple of 
laughter in response to the mention 
of protektzia Druyan asserted that 
she wasn't joking. Because Ashke- 
nazim held key positions up till now, 
she contended , Oriental students are 
automatically victims of discrimina- 
tion. 

The majority of dialogue partici- 
pants favoured doing away with pre- 
academic study centres (which were

The first World War! of course, 
interrupted the planning and work 
for the university, but it was the first 
project taken in hand after the de- 
feat of Turkey, and even before the 
war ended, die cornerstone of the 
university was laid on Mount Scopus 
on July 24, 1918. Dr. Schechtman 
records that Jabotinsky attended the 
ceremony still in the uniform of a 
British officer in the Jewish Legion, 
and that be was responsible for editing 
the Hebrew translation of Dr. Weiz- 
mann's opening speech. 

Writing in the Keren Hayesod 
Yearbook in 1921, Jabotinsky more 
or less acquiesced that “to call into 
being a fully developed university at 
once was considered neither practic- 
al nor advisable.... We cannot start 
with final achievements.” He ex- 
pressed the hope that the institutes 
would be stepping stones to com- 
plete teaching facilities and for a few 
years he let matters rest. 

But in 1925, when the university 
was officially opened by Lord Bal- 
four, and not a single teaching facil- 
ity was provided, Jabotinsky re- 
newed his efforts against what he 
considered a travesty of the great 
university idea. By that time he had 
resigned from the Zionist Executive, 
and the wider political struggle had 
begun in earnest. 

At the end of 1927, and for the 


established in Shmueli's words “to 
strengthen the ability of Oriental 
students to compete" at universities) 
and to introduce a system of open 
enrolment for all high school gradu- 
ates. 

David Hannan of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee drew attention 
to the fact that vocational high 
schools, which formulate the largest 
component in the high school sys- 
tem. place severe constraints on stu- 
dents who want to continue with 
higher studies. Students are channel- 
led towards vocational studies, and it 
is rare for graduates of vocational 
high schools to advance to universi- 
ty- 

Recalling that he was “a terrible 
high school student and not a good 
college student,” the American- 
bom Halper said that he shuddered 
to think what would have happened 
to him had he grown up in Israel, 
where be would have fallen by the 
wayside in a selection system. The 
American system, “based on giving 
a kid a chance,” he argued, had 
much rnoie to commend it. He was 
opposed to rhe Israeli system, which 
demanded that students prove at 
elementary level that they were 
going to succeed, so that they could 
later enrol at the more prestigious 
high schools and then university. 

Concurring with Halper. Nina 
Weiner, president of the Interna- 
tional Sephardi Educational Found- 
ation, charged the system of selec- 
tion with responsibility for a 
“tremendous loss of intellectual 
potential." Only S per cent of 
Israel’s Ph.D. population is Sephar- 
di. she said. 


first six mouths of 1928, he waged an 
intensive campaign to change the 
character of the recently inaugu- 
rated Hebrew’ University. Again he 
proclaimed that world JewTy and 
Palestine were badly in need of a 
regular undergraduate school for 
Jewish students barred by the 
numerus clausus from entering 
European universities. 

In the spring of 1928, Jabotinsky's 
ideas inspired a petition movement 
among Jewish university youth in 
Europe. It received widespread sup- 
port. The Board of Governors of the 
Hebrew University could no longer 
ignore the growing clamour and felt 
constrained to announce that “be- 
cause of Revisionist propaganda, the 
question is already under considera- 
tion” with due attention to the situa- 
tion of Jewish students in Palestine 
and in the Diaspora. 

Six weeks later, on May 7, 1928, 
the Board of Governors and the 
Academic Council of the Hebrew 
University decided to open the doors 
of the university to undergraduates, 
candidates for degrees in the liberal 
arts and sciences. The university's 
diamond jubilee year provides an 
excellent opportunity to restate 
these facts and to honour the man 
who did much to set the university on 
the path to greatness.

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Dun & Bradstreet foresees 
more ‘stormy weather’ ahead

TEL AVIV . — By the. end of this 
non4 about one out of every hun- 
dred companies will be in financial 
difficulty, Eyal Yanai, head of Dun 
& Bradstreefs business information 
division, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

D & B puepares a monthly “black 
list” of foundering companies. Their 
definition of “a company in financial' 
distress" includes one or. all of the 
foDowing: severe liquidity problems; 
inability to pay bills and to supply 
services and goods; drastic reduction 
in operations; or being in actual 
receivership. ' 

The number of companies on the 
D & B “black list” has been growing 
since the first Package Deal and Eyal 
fears that these numbers will con- 
tinue to grow. In March, for exam- 
ple, 3SI companies were on the list. 
By May the number had risen to 487 
and by the end of June it hit an 
all-time high of 782. 

Figures compiled since the begin- 
ning of this month indicate that the 
number of companies in trouble. will 
be over 900 by the end of the month. 

There are about 20,000 active 
companies and another 80,000 - 


businesses. The biggest increase of 
cases of financial difficulties is in 
businesses dealing with trade and 
services. Transportation, tourism, 
building and the metal industry are 
also hard hit. 

Signs of the economic c risis are 
also felt in another D & B service — 
inquiries regarding creditworthiness 
of. local companies by overseas 
firms. During die first six months of 
this year there has been a 37% 
increase in this area, compared to 
the same period a year ago. In the 
first six months of 1984 die increase 
in inquiries over 1983 bad been 18% , 
while in 1983 the rise bad been only 
10 %. 

. The shrinking local market has 
also resulted in many more com- 
panies searching frantically for new 
export markets. The number of in- 
quiries in this regard daring the first 
six months of this year has increased 
by 66% over the previous year. In 
the first six months of 1984 the 
increase of such inquiries was a mere 
17%. The year before that it bad 
been only 2% 

Dun & Bradstreet reports a 40% 
annual growth in its activities here 
and about 60% of its work is con- 
nected with export promotion. 


China major market for airliners 


PEKING (Reuter). - China recent- 
ly announced it has bought 17 
Soviet Tu-154M airliners as the state 
airline' CAAC reported booming 
business, with passenger numbers up 
by almost 50% in the first half of this 
year. 

The official People’s Daily re- 
ported that China had ordered 58 
new passenger aircraft since Janu- 
ary, including 21 from the Boeing 
company, making it one of the big- 


gest markets for commercial airlin- 
ers in the world. 

The official New China News 
Agency said the contract for the 17 
three-engined Soviet aircraft was 
signed Thursday. It did not report 
the price. 

The agency reported that CAAC 
carried 3.3 million passengers in the 
first half of tins year, 46.7% more 
than in the same period last year. 


JTem high-tech firm / 
short 25 technician^/

Jerusalem's high-tech industries 
cannot find all the electronic techni- 
cians they require, Moshe Peled, 
managing director of Rokar Interna- 
tional, said yesterday. 

Rokar, established four years ago 
at the Capital’s Har Hahotzvim 
science-based industrial park, opens 
a new wing tomorrow and could hire 
use another 25 technicians if it can 
find them, Peled said. 

The company manufactures air- 
borne electronic computing equip- 
ment, mostly for the local defence 
establishment, thus replacing fore- 
ign sources of supply. Orders on 
hand total around 57 million, com- 
pared with sales of $2.3 for all of 
1984. 

To diversify it’s market, Rokar 
has signed supply contracts with 
several U.S. firms and hopes to enter 
i the European market as well.

Lufthansa resumes 
regular flights to Iraq 

COLOGNE (AP). - Lufthansa, the 
West German airline, has announced 
that it will resume flights to 
Baghdad. 

The airline, in a brief statement, 
said the flights were being resumed 
“following the easing of foe general 
situation” in foe Iran-Iraq war. 

The company said it would begin a 
weekly Frankfurt-Bagbdad service 
on Friday, and might increase flights 
to foe Iraqi capital at a later date. 

Lufthansa cancelled its flight- to 
Iraq on May 31, citing increased 
hostilities in the border war between 
Iran and Iraq. 


Back to boom conditions 


MILAN (Reuter). - The Italian lira 
recovered some of its value against 
the dollar yesterday after foe Euro- 
pean monetary authorities moved to 
restore order to foe foreign ex- 
changes in the wake of the lira's 
sudden collapse on Friday. 

• The lira was quoted back below 
2,000 lire to foe dollar when ex- 
change markets reopened after Ita- 
ly’s currency was devalued at foe 
weekend. 

Dealers at Italian and foreign 
banks in Italy's financial capital said 
foe lira at first traded against the 
dollar in a 1,935-1 ,955 lire range in a 
market still subdued by the curren- 
cy’s collapse last week. It later im- 
proved to 1,920. 

On Friday a large order for dollars 
by foe Italian state-owned oil com- 
pany ENT sent foe lira plummeting 
against foe dollar. Earlier on Friday 
foe dollar was worth a record 2,200 
lire, compared with only 1,840 lire 
the day before. 

That prompted the Italian treas- 
ury to suspend foreign exchange 
trading for foe rest of Friday. An 


urgent meeting of the European 
■ Community Monetary Committee in 
Basle on Saturday agreed on an 
effective 8% lira devaluation within 
the European Monetary System 
(EMS), foe mechanism that links 
major West European currencies. 

In midday trading in Milan yester- 
day foe Italian currency showed an 
effective devaluation of only 5% 
against the dollar. 

A well-timed announcement by 
the Bank of Italy yesterday of a 1 .446 
billion lire ($740 million) balance of 
payments surplus in June, reve rsin g 
a small deficit in May, appeared to 
have helped support foe Italian lira, 
dealers said. 

Dealers said that circumstances 
surrounding the placing of an order 
on Friday for SI 25m. by EN1 that 
sent foe lira reeling were still un- 
clear. 

Treasury Minister Giovanni Goria 
said at foe weekend: “Everybody 
understood it was some thing which 
happened of its own accord and was 
not a maneuver to force a realign- 
ment.”

TEL AVIV. - After pausing to mull 
over the unhappy tidings from Yit- 
zhak Moda'i and Eliahu Speiser, foe 
share market yesterday decided to 
resume its rally and all foe aon- 
“ arrangement” sectors began to 
climb again. 

Bonds, however, remained weak, 
as the price freeze continues to dam- 
pen interest in index-linked bonds 
while foe determination to hold the 
exchange rate steady takes away any 
incentive to buy dollar-linked bonds, 
including the bank shares in the 
“arrangement.” 

Announcements from foe Bank of 
Israel yesterday on the subject of 
investment in shekel-denominated 
instruments stemming from and re- 
turning to foreign currency may also 
serve to give a temporary fillip to foe 
share market. But this precedent of 
restricting foe uses of patah accounts 
may yet turn out to be foe thin end of 
foe wedge, in the view of some 
analysts. 

It should be noted that foe turnov- 
er in foe “free” share market has 
become fairly stable recently, at 
around IS3.5 billion daily, while the 
volume in foe “arrangement" shares 
sector swings wildly from day to day. 

The level of some S2.5 million is 
hardly dramatic, but under current 
conditions it is sufficient to push foe 
market firmly onwards and upwards, 
so long as foe current investment 
climate holds.

PARTLY OBSCURED by the grave economic crisis which the 
country is going through, a fateful war is being waged for 
Israel's soul. The concept of a democratic Jewish state, with 
equal rights for all, is being violently challenged by a small 
group spearheaded by the settlers in Judea and Samaria and by 
the Kach party, who view the Land, horn the river to the sea, as 
a strictly Jewish patrimony. The outcome of this struggle is still 
in doubt. 

Yesterday the Jerusalem District Court handed down sent- 
ences in the cases of 15 settler members of the Jewish terrorist 
organization, who two weeks ago had been found variously 
guilty of murdering Arabs, attempting to murder Arabs, 
causing grievous bodily harm to Arabs, and plotting to blow up 
the Dome of the Rock. 

Three of the convicted terrorists were given the mandatory 
life sentences - which mean, in practice, 15 to 17 years in jail, at 
the most - for the killings at Hebron’s Islamic College. The rest 
were slapped down with mild sentences, none exceeding 5 years 
behind bars, after deduction of the time served after their 
arrest. The convicts were understandably jubilant, noting that' 
the minority opinion of the bench recommended even lighter 
sentences. 

The court may have reasoned that it was protecting the 
judicial system by taking some of the steam - how much 
remains to be seen - out of the movement for clemency to the 
convicts. But the court's leniency could also be interpreted as 
admission that there was more than a grain of truth in the 
convicts’ argument that they had acted justifiably in self- 
defence. So that if they had acted illegally, their crimes should 
nevertheless be forgiven. 

In settler theory, settlements in Judea and Samaria are a 
cornerstone of Israeli security and Jewish theology. But when 
security fails, it is not the fault of the theory, but of the negligent 
Israeli authorities. Had the authorities been tougher on rock- 
throwing and gun-wielding Arabs, all would have been peace 
and quiet, and Eretz Yisrael would have been safely Jewish 
forever. If the authorities wish to keep the settlers from acting 
on their own, they should treat Arab law-breakers harshly, 
expelling them and their families from the country. Or prefer- 
ably, some believe, they should exile all Arabs from Eretz 
Yisrael. 

Expulsion of the Arabs is, of course, the central provision in 
the political programme of the racist Kach list on which Meir 
Kahane got himself elected to the Knesset last year. Kach has 
thousands of adherents throughout Israel, but it is altogether 
fitting that the first township under Israeli jurisdiction to be 
ruled by Meir Kahane's followers should be Kiryat Arba, the 
first Jewish settlement established in Judea after the Six Day 
War. 

The Kach-affiliated list is backed by only one-fifth of the 
Kiryat Arba voters. But it occupies a strategic position that has 
allowed it to dictate the terms of a new coalition agreement to 
the outgoing chairman of the local council as the price of its 
support. 

Under these agreed terms the council must fire all Arabs in 
its employ, press institutions it subsidizes to hire only Jews, 
prevent the setting up of joint Jewish- Arab ventures, close 
Kiryat Arba to Arab vehicles and to Arabs passing through 
“without reason,” prohibit Arabs from selling their wares, as 
well as to bar the passage of any vehicles at all on Shabbat. 

The firing of the council's Arab employees has been officially 
presented as a response to the Interior Ministry's call for 
municipal budget cutting. The hypocrisy of this explanation, 
which may at least betray some embarrassment on the part of 
Kach's new-found allies, is obvious: the council is about to hire 
Jews, if it can, at double the wages of the underpaid Arabs. No 
less dismaying is the defence offered by some Gush Emunim 
champions of Jewish-Arab coexistence in nearby Arab Heb- 
ron: that the Arabs are to be fired in conformity with the old 
Zionist principle of “Jewish labour.” 

The true rationale of the ban on the Arabs in Kiryat Arba, as 
the No. 2 on the Kach list has stated in an interview, is simplicity 
itself: it is meant as a prelude to the expulsion of ail Arabs from 
the Land. 

Kiryat Arba is still not part of Israel, although the defence 
minister, Yitzhak Rabin, told settlers in Efrat, in Judea, last 
Wednesday that it is. In any case, it is subject to Israeli law 
which, even in its present incomplete state, is irreconcilable 
with racism. To permit the Kiryat Arba coalition agreement to 
stand is to agree to the dismantlement of Israel as it was 
conceived in the Declaration of Independence.

There are streets named after Sha- 
lom Schwarzbard,” a Yiddish poet 
who, in 1926, in Paris, assassinated 
Simon Petlyura. a Ukrainian who 
had led Cossacks in pogroms against 
the Jews in 1920. 

Etzion, the underground's no. 2 
man. reiterated his belief that ‘The 
prime purpose of the state of Israel 
should be to remove the impurities 
on the Temple Mount. Once Islam 
has lost its grip on the Temple 
Mount, the kingdom of Israel will 
come into being again.” 

A third convict, Shaul Nir, sent- 
enced to life in prison for his role in 
the murder of three students at Heb- 
ron's Islamic University and for plac- 
ing boobytrapped handgrenades in 
schoolyards and mosques in the 
Hebron area, said: “The state has 
abandoned the law.” 

Asked whether he had any re- 
grets, Nir said: “I regretted my ac- 
tions before I did them. I never 
thought we’d have to do such things. 
They are bad unto themselves. T 
warn anybody who's going to do 
such things that they are serious 
actions. Now perhaps the govern- 
ment will hear the cries of anguish 
and take action, so that nobody will 
have to do it again." 

As has happened repeatedly in the 
case, Bazak was in the minority on 
the bench, recommending greater 
leniency than Finkleman and 


Cohen. In six cases, Bazak wanted 
sentences that would have set at least 
four of the convicted men free 
yesterday. 

In the case of Barak Nir, Shaul's 
younger brother, the judges split 
three ways, with Cohen wanting to 
send him to jail for 15 years, Finkel- 
man for nine and Bazak for six. In 
such a split, the law provides that the 
mildest sentence is imposed. 

The judges included in their opin- 
ion references to the “unique char- 
acter of the group,” with all three 
referring to the sacrifices the mem- 
bers of the underground bad made in 
their lives to the causes of state 
security, settlement and welfare. 

Finkleman said: “They are yeshi- 
va graduates and university- 
educated. Most have served in the 
Israel Defence Forces and taken part 
in the wars of Israel. Among them 
are officers who have been wounded 
while in the army, and among them 
is a war hero. 

“They are mostly men of Tora and 
labour, who left behind them an easy 
way of life and went, with their 
families, to create Jewish settle- 
ment, to make it grow and safeguard 
it,” said Finkleman. 

Nevertheless, all three judges 
emphasized the gravity of the crimes 
for which the terrorists were con- 
victed. 

Referring to the Temple Mount 
affair, Finkleman said, ‘The very 
idea of blowing up the Temple 
Mount contains all the elements and 
all the severity that can be found in 
crime motivated by ideology." 

Describing the other affairs, rang- 
ing from the bombing attacks on the 
West Bank mayors to the attempted 
sabotage of five Arab buses, Cohen 
reminded the court of what “Segal,” 
a senior General Security Service 
investigator, bad told Shaul Nir 
when Nir was arrested for planting 
the bombs on the Arab buses. 

“Dirty murderers, you stan with 
Arabs and you’ll end with bombs in 
the Knesset,” Cohen quoted “Seg- .

This does not mean that dialogues 
cann ot take place, but they must be 
on themes vitally affecting both Jew- 
ries. A sample list might include: 
How can Israel be helped to lessen 
rather than increase its economic 
dependence on the U.S.? How can 
funds raised by American Jewry be 
funnelled to Israel without having to 
be transferred to foe World Zionist 
Organization and the Jewish Agency 
(two totally political organizations 
with a miserable track record for 
fiscal efficiency.)? What should be 
the policy of foe AJC and Israel on 
•Soviet drop-outs using Israeli visas 
to get to foe U.S.? Can the Amer- 
ican Anglo-Jewish press, controlled 
in a large measure by the Federa- 
tions, provide an objective picture of 
Israel if the over-riding function of 
that press is to raise fends? What 
concrete steps can U.S. Jewry take 
to eliminate religious discrimination 
in Israel against religious move- 
ments affiliated to American Jewish 
organizations? 

“Come, let us reason together," is 
foe commendable verse from Isaiah 
adopted as foe theme of the dia- 
logues. Both Jewries can profit from 
such a dialogue, but the decisions 
that each Jewry adopts must apply to 
its own community, and not to the 
other. And above all. Ldt them take 
action and stop being simply an end- 
less debating society.
